EVERY WOMA 
CAN CULTIVA 
A LOVELY SKIN

FTER our chats about anae- 
Iyaine your feattres and de 
ciding on methods of improve- 
ment; the ehances are your 
checking-up revecled that your 
megst fla x 
fault is your 
skin. Few 
women have 
really lovely 
skins—some - 
times be- 
cause they 
do not un- 
derstand 
how the skin 
functions 
Sand really 
do not Know 
how to care 
for it—some- 
times simply 
. : because they 
do not take the time and trou- 
ble to care for themselves prop- 
erly. 

Most women. I believe, belong 
to the first. sroup. although few 
of us really do as well as we 
know we shotid. Women are un- 
able to analyze their own skin 
condifions it many cases. and 
so do not know what routine to 
follow fcr ics improvement. 
Sometimes the trouble lies with 
the method of cleansing, or the 
improper diet: sometimes it is a 
more scrious condition that has 
resulted froin abuse to the skin 
end reqhires prompt corrective 
treaiment. 

If your skin condition does not 
respond to simple treatment, 
then it would be wise far you to 
eoo ull a dematologist. Please 
GO Nol sav thet you cannot af- 
ford it!) Wail until you see what 
else I have to say. There is a new 
instrument that is being used in 
shops all over the country that 
macifics the skin sufficiently so 
that ifs condition can be accu- 
tatily determined. Tiny flaws 
like broken capillaries that 
might lead to serious trouble 
later on are revealed ‘by this in- 
vention. 

In the shops using this new 
device, skin examinations and 
suggestions for its care are given 
free of charge. When you know 
som: ‘hing about your skin you 
will je able to treat it intelli- 
gRenvly. No more money spent 
for preparations that do not 
agree with it! You know it is 
sometimes difficult to determiné 
your own skin condition—a skin 
tha. may seem oily and temper- 
amental to you may really tend 
to be dry and sensitive, and you 
may injure it severely by using 
preparations that are too strong 
for it. 

First, let me tell you .some- 
thing about the skin. It is com- 
posed of three layers. By the 
condition of the epidermis, or 
outer skin layer, it is possible to 
tel. what is going on beneath it. 
The epidérmis, or outer skin 
layer, acts principally as a pro- 
tective layer. It is constantly 
throwing\ off dead cells in tiny 
flakes. Whek the skin tends tg 
be dry, tise liftle fidkes are 
thrown off too quickly, and un- 
less treatments to slow down this 
action are taken, coarse pores, a 
leathery skin, or a very tender, 
sensitive skinedevelop. 

In the oily skin the dead cells 
are not discarded as promptly as 
they should he. guc_ therefore 
they tend to pile up unless some- 
thing is dove to hastcn the proe- 
ess. Wriisic:, sallowness, blem- 
ishes a ‘d course pores result if 
the coucicion is net treated at 
Ona. 

The second layer of skin, the 
Coviua, is very important. as it 
coutains certain elastic tissues 
and the sebaceous glands which 
control the natural oils of the 
boc;. When the tissues are 
shrivelvd, the skin will be baggy 
2acg wrinkled; when they are 
healthy, the skin will. be firs 
and.PAve good tone. Facial mas- 
sage and certain creams and 
tonics ate frequently needed to 
stimuinte, the circulation and 
build up this layer. 

Tne third layer, or Subeuta- 
neous tissue, contains the fat 
cells which feed the elastic tis- 
sues of the corium and act as a 
sort of ‘cushion for the nerves 
and the blood vessels. ; 

With this brief description of 
the skin you -will be better able 
to i the reasons for 
the skin treatments that I shall 
outline fer you in my next few 
columns.

PRE-COGKING {8 
A TIME-SAVER 


By JUDITH WILSON 

*J"HE woman without a maid is 

most concerned with methods 
of preparing and serving nour- 
ishing and attactive dinners with 
a minimum of effort these hot 
summery days... She can do it 
and still have a little time to 
enjoy occasional outings to the 
woods or beach and to entertain 
her friends from time to time. 

If you haven't tried the little 
trick of marketing and pinnning 
your menus anead. getting the 
details out of the way and work- 
ing intensively during the cool 
hours of the morning, vou wil! 
be surprised at how much sim- 
pler and easier the work of feed- 
ing a family becomes. If every- 
thing is prepared in advance it 
will not take more than fifteen 
or twenty minutes to place en 
appetizing meal on the table at 
night. 

Build your menus) around 
meat that can be pre-cooked 
and served with a brief reheat- 
in, or cold.

Vary Menus 

Remember in your menu- 
planning that if your main 
course is cold, the meal will be 
more satisfactory if it includes 
hot soup, a hot vegetable. a hot 
bread or dessert. Prepare your 
vegetables in advance — that is. 
string the heans cr shell the 
peas, but since they require such 
brief cooking periods, it is sel- 
dom necessary to pre-cook them. 
Often you, can prepare more 
than will be needed immediate- 
ly dnd use them for a vegetable 
salad or casserole the next day. 
Make your beverage early, util- 
izing any left-over from jreak-
